The Red Cross reported th at this 
is the initial shipm ent of plasma 
for Salem which is being .returned 
to the American people through the 
American Red Cross from the su r­ 
plus of dried blood plasma turned 
back to the Red Cross by the Army 
and Navy. 
Distribution within the state is 
being made by the state departm ent 
cf health which receives its supply 
through the American Red Cross 
The Red Cross plan for distribu­ 
tion has been concurred in by the 
Association of State and T erritor­ 
ial H ealth Oficers and has the ap ­ 
proval 
of the 
American 
Medical 
Association and the American Hos­ 
pital association.* 
O ther Allocations 
Additional 
quantities 
of 
blood 
plasma as needed and as long as 
the supply lasts, will be made avail­ 
able. The total surplus am ounts to 
approximately 
1,250,000 
packages 
and this is an estim ated am ount j 
sufficient to m eet the civilian needs 
el the country for two years. 
"The Red Cross w ants the people 
to know th at this plasma was pro­ 
cessed from blood donated by the 
American people for the arnv>H for­ 
d s. It is fortunate th a t there is a 
supply which is now in excess of 
Army and Navy needs and which 
can be used now to help save the 
lives of m any people here at home,” 
Miss Linn said. 
She pointed out th at through the 
American Red Cross the plasm a 
will be made available to state de­ 
partm ents of healt h with©) ♦ charge, 
th at those agencies will distribute 
it without charge to hospitals and 
physicians 
Patients receiving this 
plasm a are not to be charged for 
the product. 
The use of this plasma will dem ­ 
onstrate the value of having on 
hand for instant use a 
product 
which is so im portant in helping 
to save the lives of sick and injured 
people in Salem, she pointed out. 
“The war brought home to us how 
essential are readily available blood 
plasma in helping to save thous­ 
ands 
of 
combat-wounded

W alter Bailey, Salem City hospi­

The difference between Winston C hurchill’s posi­ 
tion and the position of his American friends who are 
listening to his outspoken criticism of Russia with 
reservations is in the degree of certainty about. Rus­ 
sia’s intentions. 
Mr 
Churchill, whose pre idit* 
aid! sympathies 
date back farth er than those of fliest of hi. content* 
polar us wlio have opinions about Russia and related 
m atters of international security, is very close to con­ 
demning the Soviet Union on the basis of evidence 
already in hand. 
Those who reserve the right to doubt that Mr 
Churchill' 
judgm ent is competent are not nearly so 
dose to condemning Joseph’ Stalin's regime on the 
basis of existing evidence. They seek more evidence 
They ar- willing to extend the benefit of a doubt. 
They suspect th a t the Russian government may be 
feeling its way in the postwar world, just as the United 
States obviously is feeling its way. They respect Mi 
Churchill as an extremely com petent observer anti a 
prophet of unusual soundness, but they also believe 
he is in danger of forgetting that the attitudes of gov­ 
ernm ents are not static Thre have been tremendous 
changes in the United States, in Britain, in France. 
China and many of the United Nations. There may be 
changes in Russia. If there are not, the hope of co­ 
operative security is shattered. 
But it m ust not be 
s h a f t e d prematurely. Mr. Churchill is entitled to 
his aanvictious, but .skeptics are similarly entitled to 
theii; doubts.

tives of their own chosing." * 
.T hat guarantee became the foundation of the Na- 
tiohal Labor Relations act and the curious perversion 
of Labor’s rights th at caused many employes to lose 
th£ right not to join a labor union if they don't want 
to join because under ttie New Deal they gained the 
rigid to Join one if they did w ant to join 
Once unions with an ux to grind can establish th at 
foremen have a right to Join if they w ant to. the fore­ 
men won't be long in discovering th a t they lost the 
right not to join if they don't w ant to—and m anage­ 
m ent's last means of D ing m anagem ent will have 
been sacrificed to the m onstrous legalism th a t gives 
rights by taking them away.

INDEPENDENCE. Mo., M arch 18 
-—Secretary of Agriculture Clinton 
O. Anderson called upon farm ers 
today to ‘ sacrifice” by feeding live­ 
stock I ss grain and put it on the 
market now for the starving peo­ 
ple.- of the world. 
Anderson, in an address for a 
Farm Bureau m eeting in President 
Trum an's home county, said it still 
is profitable to feed grain at higher 
prices. 
But. he added, “the term er's sac­ 
rifice in doing the right, and hu­ 
mane thing now may well be bread 
upon the waters, flowing back in 
the form Of continued strong de­ 
mand for farm products through­ 
out the critical period or reconver­ 
sion.” 
Anderson appealed to farm fam - 
ili s to assume a triple responsibil­ 
ity—“to save food as all other con­ 
sumers do, 
to conserve livestock 
feed and to produce the food called 
for in the 1946 production goals.” 
In an interview last night Ander­ 
son brought his opposition to the 
Pace farm price bill squarely into 
'he open today by his contention 
that its enactm ent would lead to 
inflation and “wreck the whole sta ­ 
bilization and 
price control pro­ 
gram .” 
The secretary thus made his de­ 
partm ent's first public pronounce­ 
ment on the measure, which would 
require 
inclusion of 
farm 
labor 
costs in figuring farm parity prices.
